THE. ILLINOIS ‘CONGRESSMAN 
, DIES SUDDENLY: 


Death Due to Heart Failure Result- 


WASHINGTON, 
Post, member of Congress from the Tenth 
District of Illinois, died at the Hamilton 
Hotel in this city this morning, after an 
illness of but one day. His death was from 


at intervals with attacks which physicians 
pronounced dyspepsia, but he attended to 
his. duties unremitijngly. He passed the 
holidays at his home in Illingis and 
reached Washington Wednesday. Early 
Saturday morning. he was seized with 
an ‘attack of his old trouble which did 
not, however, assume ‘serious form until 
this evening. During the night heart fail- 
ure set in.and, several hourg before his 
death, which occurred at 4:30 o’clock this 
morning, the physicians could detect 
hardly any pulse beat. Mrs. Post and 
son, W. Post, were with him. There is 
another son, Philip S. Post, à lawyer in 
Chicago. 

The Illinois delegation in Congress will 


morning to take appropriate action and 
the House will adjourn after the reading 
of the journal.

Gen. Post was best known through his 
brilliant military services in the war of 
the rebellion, where he won high rank 
and distinction with great ability. When 
“the war began he was appointed 
lieutenant of the Fifth Illinois Infantry. 
After the first Missourf campaign he be- 


came major and nine months after his 
enlistment was made colonel of the Fifty- 


ninth Illinois for gallantry at the bat- 
tle of Pea Ridge, in which he ye badly 
injured. 

Before he was able to mount his horse 
without assistance he rejoined his troops, 
then hurrying forward to Corinth, and 
was at once assigned to the command of 
a brigade. From May, 1862, to*the close 


of the war he was constantly at the front. 


In the Army of the Cumberland, as first [| 


gade, the first division of the Twentieth 
Army Corps, from its formation to the 
dissolution of the corps and a brigade 
which was conspicuous in all the engage- 
ments of that army under Gen. Rosecrans. 
With it he commenced the battle of Stone 
River, drove the enemy back avers 
miles and captured Leetown. 

During the Atlanta campaign he 
transferred to Gen. Wood's division of the 
Fourth Corps and, when the latter was 
wounded at the battle of Lovejoy Station, 
took command and returned with it to. 
Tennessee to oppose the progress of the 
enemy northward. On December 15, 1864, 
in the Nashville fighting he carried ‘Mont: 
gomery Hill at the point of the bayonet 
and in the next day’s fighting fell dan- 
gerously wounded while leading an assault 
on Overton Hill. In July, 1865, he was 
given command of the western district of 
Texas and remained until the withdrawal 
of the French from Mexico, removed the 
danger of military complications. vd. 

Gen. Post’s civil career has been an 
eventful one. He was born March 13, 
1833; in Florida, Orange county, N. Y.: 
was graduated from Union College in 1835; 
practiced law in Kansas, where he also 
edited a newspaper, and in Illinois, after 
the war, in 1866, he was apointed Consul 
to Vienna, was promoted C®nsul-General 
for Austria-Hungary in 1874, resigned in 
1879; was commander of the Department 
of Illincis G. A. R. in 1886 and was a 
Republican member of Congress for four 
terms, beginning with the Fiftieth Con- 
gress 


A Raise in Duties. |

Court yesterday filed its decision in the 
e cases involving the Pacific Railroad 
taxes for 1887, and the decision was against |

™ |. tained. His award of fees to Langhorne

The Supreme Court found that interest 
on unpaid taxes was not imposed by the 
statutes, and the amount decreed by 
Judge Hubbard for interest was disallowed. 
The penalty of 5 per cent. is included in 
the sum each of the railroad corporations 
must pay. The opinion of the court was 
written by Justice Harrison. The decision 
settles points which the railroads have 
been raising for years, to avoid paying 
these taxes. Justice McFarland rendered 
a dissenting opinion. 

‘The railroad companies may find some 
consolation in the fact that they save 
over $230,000 in interest, and the fees 
allowed one lawyer. The companies will 
have to pay, however, the amount of the 
taxes, which will be $647,500, with 5 per 
cent. penalty, and Langhorne & Miller's 
fees, about $48,500. 

The decision declares, among other in- 

teresting points, that it is lawful to essess 
a railroad at its value, without deducting 
the amount of its mortgages, as is done 
in the assessment of other property. he 
Supreme Court also rejects the contention 
that the assessment in question is void 
for the reason that it includes the .fran- 
chise received by the railroad companies 
from the United States. It was contended 
that the franchises received from the State 
had been merged into that given by the 
United States. The decision declares the 
contention is not supported by any au- 
thority. The opinion was written by Jus- 
-tice Harrison, and Justices de Haven, Gar- 
routte and Chief Justice Beatty concurred. 
Justſtes Van Fleet and Fif%gerald were 
disqualified by being former members of 
law firms connected with litigation. 

Justice McFarland, in his dissenting 
opinion, says that the assessment was void 
because it included a Federal franchise, 
and thus attempts to tax one of the means 
employed by the United States government 
in carrying oft its sovereign powers. It 
was not apparent to him, he said, how 
the State franchise could be separated from 
the other.

Meanttme, at my request, trans- 
mitted through the Secretary of State, 
these gentlemen made known the precise 
purpose of their visit in the following 
note: 

„fo the Hon. W. Q. Gresham, Secre- 
‘tary of State—Sir: We, the undersigned 
commissioners sent by Her Majesty, Queen 
Liliuokalani, request an audience of the 
President of the United States. We desire 
to ask His Excellency whether there is 
any hope for bis doing anything for the 
restoration of the constitutional govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian Islands.

It is maintaining its authority and dis- 
charges all ordinary governmgntal func- 
tions upon general principles, and, not 
loging sight of the special c ce 
surrounding this case, the new govern- 
ment is clearly entitled to our recognition 
without regard to any of the incidents 
which accompanied or preceded its inaugu- 
ration. This recognition and the attitude 
of Congress concerning Hawaiian affairs, 
of course, led to an absolute denial of the 
least present or future aid or encourage- 
ment on my part of an effort to restore any 
government heretofore existing in the 
‘Hawaiian Islands.

PARIS, Jan. .6.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Geraulé Richard, the Socialist’ editor 
of the Chambard, who was recently 
imprisoned, for insulting. President Casi- 
mir-Periér, has been elected a mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Deputies for 
the First District of Paris by 2742 votes, 
against 988 cast for M. Felix, Republican.

LONDON, Jan. 6.—(By Atlantie Cable.) 
The review of the year at the Stock Ex- 
change shows that, on the whole, with 
the exception of the values of securities 
of defaulting South Amegican govern- 
ments and American railway securities, 
prices distinctly advanced. The latest 
prices were near the highest of the year 
while all first-class stocks are so high 
that the return to investors at the present 
value is exceedingly small. 

During the week, the markets were 
fairly buoyant and active. The Paris set- 
tlement caused heavy realizations in the 
mining market, and a constant decline in 
values, but the inactivity was unimpaired.

With a single exception, 
this was the only purely popular demon- 
stration ever attempted in Japan. The 
first was in honor of Gen. Grant, during 
hisi memorable visit to the capitol, in 


‘From the army of Gen. Oyama, on the 
Liao-Tung Peninsula, little news of im- 
portance is received. On December 5 the 
Japanese entered the walled town.of Foo- 
Chow, on the road to New-Chwang, with- 
out meeting the resistance which had been 
anticipated. The Japanese at once re- 
sumed the northward march, and, at latest 
accounts were close upon Kai-Ping, a large 
town only thirty miles from New-Chwang. 
Wherever the Japanese flag is raised, the 
inhabitants signify their desire to live un- 
der its protection. Many of the most 
prosperous citizens of Port Arthur and 
Kin-Chow, on returning to the homes 
from which they had fled during the last 
days of Chinese military occupation, 
posted signs upon their Walls, giving their 
names and addresses as residents in the 
„New Dominion of Japan.” ; 
THE CAMPAIGN IN MANCHURIA. 
Since, the beginning .of December, the 
course of the campaign in Central Man- 
churia has been completely changed. For 
several weeks it has been reported that 
the advance columns of the first army, 
which at one time had sent scouting par- 
ties to within forty miles of Moukden, on 
the north, and New-Chwang, on the south- 
west, were drawing back toward Gen. 
Yamagata’s headquarters, at Klu-Lin. 
These reports are now confirmed, and are 
explained by the appearance on the scene 
of a new and unexpected Chinese force. 
A corps of the army, which China perma- 
nently maintains in the Amoor region, 
on the border of Siberia, was detached 
about the middle of November, and sent 
by slow marches in the direction of Mouk- 
den, with orders to relieve that city by 
attacking the Japanese troops believed 
to be on the way thither. The new body 
of combatants was understood to number 
from ten to fifteen thousand, and to be 
composed wholly of hardy Tartars. 
Punctually apprised of their intention, 
the Japanese commanders made such dis- 
ition of theik forces as the occasion 
emanded.. Maj.-Gen. Tatsumi was sent 
to Tsi-Cha-Pao, a strategic point in the 
mountains, some twenty miles north of. 
the Moukden Pass. Here, on November 13, 
he met a largely superior body of the 
enemy, led by the Tartar general, and, 
after a sharp skirmish, scattered the new- | 
comers, who left twenty-five dead upon 
the field and a considerable quantity of 
arms and ammunftion. The Japanese loss 
was two killed and four wounded. This 
engagement put a stop to the attempt of 
the Tartars to co-operate with the Chinese 
troops at or near Moukden. | 
The Tartare continued to advance, turn- 
ing their attentian, however, from tke 
original point, and moving southward with 
the evident purpose of assisting Feng- 
Whang. This town is one of the strong 
points occupied by the Japanese, imme- 
diately after the crossing of the Ya-Loo 
River. The Japanese, though outnumbered 
two to one, attacked this force and dis- 
persed it completely. The army corps, 
to which this formidable movement was

FLAMING PILE.

THE TORONTO GLOBE BUILDING 
_ CONSUMED. 


Chief Ardagh and Five Firemen In- 
jured—Spread of the Flames to 
Other Buildings—The Loss.

: TORONTO (Ont.,) Jan. 6.—A few min- 
utes before 3 o'clock. this morning fire 
was discovered in the basement of the 
Globe, ‘building, on the corner of Yonge 
and Adelaide streets. The alarm was 
given, but before the first reel arrived, 
flames Were pouring from every window 
‘from gaftet to basement. As. the wind 
was blowing briskly. from the south and 
the fire threatened to spread, another 
alarm was given, and the entire fire de- 
partment was soon on the spot. 0 

Chief Ardagh and flve members of the 
fire brigade mounted upon the cornice 
running around the front story of the Globe 
office and were breaking windows to in- 
troduce a hose, when the northwest wall 
from the cornice, up five stories, fell 
a crash. The men leaped into the pile 
‘of Bricks! Chief Ardagh was badly 
wounded about the head, and had to be 
removed in a cab. Robert Bowar received 
such injuries that he was taken to 
the hospital, where he subsequently died. 
Charles Smedley, Francis Forsythe, Rob- 
ert Foster, James Davidson and Harry 
Saunders are severely injured. 

The Globe building, erected in 1889 at 
a cost of $90,000, with a plant valued at 
$80,000, was soon a complete wreck, The 
Toronto Lithograph Company, which occu- 
pied a floor in the building, loses all its 
presses: and many valuable stones. From 
the Globe building the flames crossed the 
street to Harry Webb’s restaurant, and 
that building was gutted from roof to cel- 
lar. The loss on the building was $20,000; 
on the stock $50,000. In the rear of Michie 
& Co., Italian wine merchants, the build- 
ing was also slightly damaged. The wind 
then changed, blowing from the east, and 
McKinnon & Co.’s new wholesale dry goods 
store was soon wiped out of existence, en- 
tailing a loss of $70,000 on the building and 
$100,000 on the stock, which had only been 
moved in a few days ago.

How the Pioneer News Gatherer Beat 
Formidable Competitor—Bits. 

of History of Early New

When, in 1844, ‘the telegtaph line from 
Boston was completed to Calais, Me., 
Craig established a pany news express, 
covéring the 150 miles between Halifax 
and Digby, N. S., and engaged an e 
steamer thence fifty miles across “tiie 
Bay of Fundy to St. Johns, N. B. ‘This 
enabled him to distance competition, And 
“put it in his power to command extraya- 
gant prices for the budget of news.’ it 
also earned for him the position of Bik 
pean agent of the New York Press. © 

John T. Smith was at this tims Cra 
most formidable competitor.” The trie 
of the two men ‘constituted a subject it 
interest to residents of Halifax, who,.@p- 
joyed watching the race from the 8 er 
to the telegraph office. Qn one n 
Smith succeeded in catching one of Cr 
packages as it was tossed by the sn 
purser from the paddle-box to the dock. 
and a few minutes later it was being 
transmitted by the only wire from H fax 
to Smith’s patrons in New York. Craig's 
revenge came a few weeks afterward, apd 
all was carefully pre-arranged, He A- 
structed his Liverpool agent to send By 
special messenger on succeeding steaméte 
duplicate copies of the latest Européan 
journals and news summaries; one parc 
to be thrown over to his news boat, five 
miles below the city, and the other to Be 
thrown over to another tow-boat, sta- 
tioned’ opposite and near to the telegraph 
office, one mile from the steamer’s wham. 

A week before the next steamer wis 
due, Craig engaged his two news. boms 
for a fast-horse express ‘from 
a point ‘five miles below the cit®, aud 
caused the secret to leak out to Smith 
that his news parcels were to be thrown 
over to his ‘boat as thé steamer neared 
the city. The evening before the steamer 
was due, Craig made up a lot of parcels of 
European: journals, including Wilmer’ & 
Smith’s Europ Times, then a noted 
paper of Liverpool, taking care to have a 
3 of the name outside the wrapper, 
but carefully concealing the 6. ja 
trusty agent was employed to stand by the 
water’s edge, and, as the steamer passed 
up the harbor, he threw this ‘parcel into 
the water, recovering it, and then -the 
messenger rushed at the top of: his speed 
to the tejegraph bdffice and deposited the 
dripping bogus parcel upon the table of the 
ace with the breathleas announcement: 
„Here's Craig’s parcel of European news.“ 

Fifteen minutes afterward Smith, driv- 
ing a fast horse, rushed from the, steam- 
er’s wharf to the telegraph office. Before 
the horse had fairly stopped, Smith had 
cleared the carriage at one jump and was 
at the top of the flight of stairs which led 
to the operating-room. The clerk pointed 
to the package on the table and told him 
he was beaten. With a single glance at 
the dripping package and a curse upon 

competitor, Smith turned upon his 
heel, drove to his hotel; and in half an 
hour afterward was teaminsg out of the 
harbor on the steamer bound to Boston, 
having been hoaxed into leaving his rival 
the wire undisturbed. Craig meantime 
N at his leisure, after receiving

After this, Smith; who was largest 
lines, undertook to shut out his riyal 
from the use of the company’s. lines, 
which extended from Portland to Bostan. 
Craig retaliated by imducing the managers 
of the Maine Telegraph Company’s line, a 
link in the system, to stop Smith's mes- 
sages from ifax to Portland until. his 
own press, and other European m rs 
were served at that point. Craig then ran 
a locomotive express over the Eastern 
Railroad from Portland to Boston, carry- 
ing hig press news and other messages, 
and at : they were telegraphed to 
New York. This was only a temporary ex- 
periment, but it served until the line 
could be extended to Portland, establish- 
ing direct communication by wire be- 
‘tween New York and Halifax. Thus was 
the first telegraph monopoly broken. 

Craig remained at Halifax in charge of 
the press and commercial transatlantic 
telegraph business until 1851, when he 
removed to New York, and thoroughly 
organized the Associated Press service, 
which may be said to have been the parent 
of all the news press agencies which have 
had an existence to the present day. His 
connection with the Associated Press con- 
tinued until about 1867. Since that time

Craig was born in Rumney, N. T., on 
November 4, 1811. He came to New York 
in 1851. His death resulted from heart 
disease while he was sitting in a chair. 
He léaves a widow, one daughter, Mrs. J. 
B. Brown, and one son, W. L. Craig, who 
is connected with the New York Health 
Department.

The Government Made a Party to 


the Trafic—How Tom Reed 
Cleaned the Capitol of the 
Money Changers. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—(Special Corre-, 


spondence.) The director of the mint at 
Philadelphia recently stopped the sale in 
the mint of “souvenir’’ coins which were 
being offered to visitors by the guides. 
They were represented to the purchasers 
as having been struck on the presses of 
the mint and as beink plated with gold. 
In fact, they were merely gilded and they 
were struck on a press which once be- 
longed to the mint, but which is now 
owned by a man on Chestnut street, who 
bought it from the government when it 
had become most valueless from age. 
These souvenirs were sold at the rate of 
two for a quarter. They cost the guides 
3% cents apiece, and, as the guides bought 
them in small quantities from the super- 
intendent of the building, who purchased 
them wholesale from the maker, there is 
no doubt that their value was about 1. or 
2 cents each. Of course, the maker and 
seller of the souvenirs was entitled td a 
fair profit on them and the mint officials 
would not have had any complaint to make 


of the price at which they were sold, but, 


they were not what they were represented 
to be, and visitors who bought them un- 
der the impression that they were struck 
off on the mint presses and that they 
were plated with gold, were being de- 
ceived. So the sale of the medals was 
prohibited. 

There has been at all times a heavy 
trade in souvenirs about the public bulld- 
ings at Washington, and there is hardly 


ons of them in which there is not today 


some huckstering-stand, where people can 
buy trinkets worth from 5 to 50 cents to 
take home with them. These are in addi- 
tion to the regular notion stores, where 
these souvenirs are kept in large quan- 
tity. There is a huckster on the steps of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
who solicits every one who enters that 
building to buy from him. There have 
been souvenir-sellers from time to time on 
the steps of the treasury building, and 
there are souvenirs to be purchased now 
in the lobby at the main entrance to the 
treasury building. You can buy books 
and magazines, there, too. In the National

Much of the glory of the small dealer 

has fled since the day of Speaker Reed, 
but there is still left a souvenir dealer 
in the dome, who pays $300 a year, it is 
said, for the privilege of carrying on the 
trade. This is the first instance of any 
one paying for a trader’s privilege in a 
government building, and it is hardly * 
essary to say that the rent does go to 
the government. The woman o held 
for many years from the architect of the 
Capitol the of selling souvenirs 
up in the dome, moved west, and 
the privilege for the sum named to a man 
who makes a comfortable living by ye 
sale of pulp images and cheap views of 
Washington. 

Before Mr. Reed’s time the Capitol sim- 
ply swarmed with men and women 
who held special privileges for selling 
things. There was a man at the door of 
the House who made a business of writing 
cards for those who wished to send in for 
a member, but who had 1 pasteboard 
proxy to announce them. He charged a 
very modest fee to prospective office-hold- 
ers and other visitors, who wanted to see 
“our Congressman.’ Beyond this stand 
there was a long cigar stand, which did 
a heavy trade. Then there was an old 
woman who had a little basket of apples, 
by which she crouched all day. And there 


was a stand where copies of the Congrer- | 
sional Record and of the daily papers were | 


on sale. All of these were at the very 
door of the hall of the House. In the 
corridors of the Capitol there were num- 
berless others. Just off the main rotunda 
was “Aunt Clara,“ a queer old French- 
woman, with her stand for the sale of no- 
tions and souvenirs of all kinds. Then 
in dark corners there were apple women 


|} and women who sold milk and cheap 


cakes. These were much patronized by 
the employees of the House, who were in 
‘search of a cheap luncheon, and they were 
not neglected entirely by the members 
of the House. Many a man whose name 
is seen in the dispatches from Washington 
almost every day during the session of 
Congress made his luncheon on a 
glass of milk and a slice’ of pie 
bought at one of these little counters. All

This created a 
great disturbance at the time, for the peo 
ple who held the privileges had an idea 
that they had vested rights in them and 
they were not inclined to recognize the 
authority of the Speaker. Protests were 
unavailing, however, and the corridors 
were cleared.

In the education of animals, it is more 
remarkable to see the smaller ones trained 
to exercizes that seem absurdly out of 
place by the patient care of the human 
Drain that devotes itself to this educational 
process. Mice, canary birds and fleas! 
They have all been upon the boards. The 
idea of teaching the vivacious flea to per- 
form certain specific antics! How was 
it instilled into its small, perceptible fac- 
ulties that in obedience to certain signals 
from the master, man, it should do things 
which would never enter into the mind 


of the simple, natural flea! 


Among the smaller animals, there is 
none that seems so intelligent, so prac- 
tical and sober-minded as the little busy 
bee.“ He will mount in the air, and fly 
in a straight line for his hive. It has 
into a proverb, and when a man 
wishes to say that he has gone by the 
shortest line from one point to another 
(and that, as mathematjcs teach, is the 
straight line) he says he made a bee- 
line’ for the place. So, in the structure 


of their cells, they apply by instict the 
form and proportions which reason proves 
to be most effective and economical of 
space. They are fine subjects, and obey 
implicitly their queen, and they take good 


“care of their drones as long as they are 


useful to the well being of the community, 
7 kill them as soon as they cease to 
60. F 

It would appear, therefore, a very simple 
thing to teach bees tricks and introduce 
them to a professional life as perfammers 
on the ‘amusement stage. Yet probably 
very few have ever seen them trained. 
In 1831, however, a man named Wildeman 
of Plymouth did train a troup and exhib- 
ited them for the recreation of the curious 
public. He got swarms of bees so well 
trained that he could make them enaci 
maneuvers with as much precision and 
unity as troops of soldiers go through 
field tactics. This man used to exhibit the 
bees in a large hall, outside of 
which was a garden. When the bees 
got through working as trick performers 
they could have a good time playing 
among the flowers. Wildeman would ap- 
pear before the audience with the bees 
swarming all over him, They were on 
his face, on his: hands, crawling: over his 
clothes, and his pockets were full of them. 
It looked as if he were a great flower full 
of material from which honey could be 
made from the assiduous attention which 
these busy little bees paid to him. Whether 


they had been despoiled of their stings 


or not is not said. But he must have felt 
uncomfortable if he knew that many 
scores of bees, were they so-minded, could 
have stung him at will. Such a quantity 
of bee-stings as that could easily settle a 
man and leave him stung to death. Any- 
body who has ever been unlucky enough 
to receive the sting of even one healthy, 
vigorous bee will not find it difficult to 
believe this. 

The hives of the bees were in a certain 
part of the large hall quite removed from 


the stage where Wildeman stood with 


them thickly clustered on him. All at 
once he would give a whistle and presto! 
The bees started off and flew straight to 
their hives! When they had got well 
settled there he would whistle again, and 
back they flew and settled on his face and 
hands and clothes once more. This was 
done with the greatest promptness and 
regularity. It must have been with some 
solicitude that the spectators. assisted at 
this performance. But it is due to the 
bees, and, perhaps, to Wildeman, to say 
that no one was ever stung by them. 
Virgil, the great Latin poet, who wro 
four poems on different agricultu 
themes, devotes one of these Georgics, as 
they are called, entirely to bees. But he 
nowhere says they can be taught to do 
the things which this man of Plymouth 


trained them to perform.  Virgil’s tees 
know a great deal, but they have learned

Most professional singers, on agreeing 
to sing at drawing-room musicales, in- 


sist that flowers must be conspicuous by. 


their absence, and the abhorrence. ex- 
hibited by certain artists for any heavy 
perfume is often discussed. 

The ‘“‘mondaines” who have been thus 
prevented from decorating their parlors 
until they glow like a Japan spring, shrug 
their shoulders and murmur that this is 
one of the innumerable whims of the 
spoiled children of genius; but on further 
investigation this “artistic caprice“ bids 
fair to be proven an inconvenient’ fact. 
It is maintained that strong perfumes un- 
doubtedly affect the voice, and that the 
odor of fresh flowers is more potent than 
their distilled essences. 

Some great throat specialists admit their 
belief in the injurious effects of perfumes 
upon the laryneal organs; others claim 
that the belief in-the disastrous effects 
of sweet odors has been impressed upon 
the minds of vocalists, and that, finding 
themselves in a perfume-laden atmosphere, 
they suffer from fear, which causes a ner- 
vous constriction of the throat. 

However this may be, the pupils of a 


number of foreign conservatories are not 


permitted to wear flowers or to use per- 
fumes. 

The flowers that are most in disfavor 
with singers are those which the ungifted 
majority hold dearest; mimosa, violets, 
hyacinths, all of the fragrant bulbous 
tribe, tuberoses and lilies. . 

Would an artiste twine the delicate, 
delicious bells of the freeezia in her 
tresses, phe is reminded of the bug-a-boo 
tale of the lovely young singer whose 
lever sent her a bouquet of the tube- 
roses she loved; inhaling their perfume 
with rapture, she strove to trill out her 
joy—behold! her voice had left her, and 
she was doomed to silence for many 
months. 

Would the diva raise the dark, fra- 


graut wiolets to her lips? A detaining 


hand stays her. She has not forgotten 
Mme. ——, who burying her face in a 
bouquet of the flowers she loved, tripped 
on the stage to face the critics for the 
first time, and was unable to utter a note. 

Upon consulting a number of singers, 
I find that many of them refuse to have 
flowers about them at all, saying that they 


do not sing easily in a perfumed atmos- 


phere; others, again, state that they have 
given the matter no thought and have suf- 
fered no inconvenience. 

Most throat specialists agree, however, 
that strong perfumes are injurious to the 
larynx. 

All. of this goes to prove with how much 
consideration must be treated the throat 
that wins the golden ducats; for the pos- 
sessor of it must never. know extremes 
of heat and cold, must not have even a 
bowing acquaintance with wine or highly- 
spiced foods, and must never regard the 
aber balcony” as blooming

PASADENA, Jan. 6.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.) It is expected that the regular 


session of the City Council Monday will be 


a lively one, and afford another stirring 
chapter in the drama that began with Mr. 
Muir’s application for a railroad fran- 
chise on Broadway, to be utilizef for a 
branch line of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany... Unless another surprise is in store— 
and there are hints of retaliation for 
the coup of a week ago—the usual pro- 
gramme will be enacted, and the all-im- 
portant ordinance boosted along to its pas- 
sage. The sounding of public sentiment 
during the past week has developed the 
fact t the summary manner in which 
Mr. Lukens was deposed from his office 
as president of the Council—or Board of 
Trustees, more properly is looked upon in 
different lights, and even by the dest 
friends of the railroad is not considered as 
particulanly advantageous to,the important 
measure now being legislated upon. Some 
of Mr. Lukens's best friends say that, con- 
' ceding his right to maintain the stand he 
has taken, whether from public or per- 
sonal motives, he should have either be- 
gun earlier or later—at the outset, when 
the resolution was introduced ordering the 
advertising of the franchise for sale, or 
later, when the ordinance conveying the 
desired rights. should come up. In either 
case ‘he would have been supported by 
law and parliamentary. rules as well. 
Where he tripped up was at the meeting 
two weeks ago, when he declared the reso- 


lution lost, decided the appeal carried, but ' 


reiterated his declaration that the resolu- 
tion was lost, notwithstanding that was a 


parliamentary paradox which gave the op- 


position a chancegto pull him down. 
There has probably been no diminution 
in the number of citizens who are willing 
and anxious to see the railroad com- 
pany get the franchise, but the unfortunate 
disruption in the Council had brought up 
a new issue which may defer the con- 
summation of the proposed plans. Some 
people aver that when the ordinance is 
declared carried by a three to two vote it 
will only be the signal for starting a pro- 
tracted series of lawsuits, in which the 
railroad company, the city of Pasadena and 
the Broadway property-owners will figure 
as principals, with the ultimate result very 
uncertain. It is not likely that the rail- 
road company will accept a franchise with

Many people 
do not know that in order to ‘dock’ a 
horse’s tail a large section of the flesh and 
bone is cut off, as well as the hair. It 
‘is A very painful operation, and in the 
opinion of most sensible people spoils the 
looks of the horse. It is only a fad, af- 
fected by anglo-maniacs, and this society 
has the power to prosecute ‘ for 
having horses so; treated. Other kinds of 
cruelty this.:sockety will take cognizance 
of. It is cruel to let a horse’s feet over- 
grow his shoes by neglecting to have them 
shod frequently enough, and it is cruel 
to let a horse stand in the street a long 
time at night without shelwr. We are g0- 
ing to get after some graders and team- 
sters, who do not feed their horses enough 
and work them too hard. In such cases the 
society’s officers will require that the ani- 
mals shall be put in their barns and given 
sufficient feed and rest before working 
We will also try to dis- 
courage as needlessly cruel, the use of 
Burr bits on riding horses. There are a 
great many forms of cruelty thoughtlessly 
practiced which will cease when attention 
is called to the fact. The officers of the

A STRANGE STORY. 


A WOMAN SAID 10 3B POSSESSED 
OF A DEMON. 


Her e Actions While Under 


the Malign Influence Men 
Placed Under a 
Spell. 


A remarkable case has just come to 
light in this city. It is no less than that 
of a woman who is said to be possessed 
of a demon. The facts which are claimed 
io be true, are curious, ard will. of 
course, be received with an incredulous 
smile, but, all the same, they are claimed 
to be susceptible of proof. 

About twelve years ago a young Indy 
named Alphonsine Peltier, living in modest 
comfort with her parents in one of the 
country @istricts of Northern France, 
married an artist named Henri Dandois.

Probably the facts in the case would 
never have been made public had it not 
been for the fact that Adolph Vandan- 
brok, a Belgian by nativity, aud a rala - 
tive of Mrs. Daudois, is in the city, aud js 
seeking for the Daubois family, and, 80 
far, without success. His main purpose 
in coming to this country was to prevail 
upon Mr. and Mrs. Daudois to return to 
France, for dim rumors of the affliction 
from which the wife is suffering have 
reached the ears of her immediate family, 
and in her native place, surrounded by 
loving friends and relatives, they im- 
agine they can woo her back to a healthier 
mental life. 

It is claimed that at certain times Mrs. 
Daudois, who is about 30 years of age and 
rather good-looking, is possessed of spirits, 
and not good ones, either, that impel her 
contrary to her reason and fmelination to 
do things abhorent to herself. During 
these periods of possession she does not 
lose her normal consciousness, but is fully 
aware of all she aces, while bewailing the 
fate that forces her to speak and act in 


direct contradiction to her sense of right 


and propriety. 

Nearly three months,ago two men were 
caught in the attempt to kill a woman, 
dressed entirely in black, close to the 
San Fernando depot. ‘Her screams at- 
tracted attention, and she was rescued 
and taken to a drug store for treatment. 
What peculiar business this woman. may 
have been engaged in cannot even be sur- 

mised, for she would not talk, and “the 
two men swore that she was not a 
woman at all, but a she-devil. This was 
Mrs. Daudois. 

Within the last two months—up to about. 
two weeks ago—she had a mania for vis- 
iting the offices of business men, and in 
some occult manner throwing them into 
a state of fascination. Right here it may 
be objected the scoffer that it would
